ORLANDO—Discovery that the 
behavior’ of: DDT in water: influ-

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GAINESVILLE—Florida cattle} 
prices are likely to remain high| 
during the fall and winter, accord- 
ing to the Florida Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service Outlook Commit; 
tee. 

Feeder cattle prices during se 
period are expected to hold steady 
with only a moderate seasonal de- 
cline, depending on patures and 
range conditions. Intense competi- 
tion for, high grade feeder stock 
will probably keep the market 
strong for cattle moving to grain 
feed lots. 

The situation looks different for 
late 1960-1962, according to the 
Committee. Although steer and 
heifer slaughter is*up some, cow 
‘slaughter was down 22 percent and 
calf slaughter was off 18 percent 
in the January-May, 1959, -period. 

Specialists say this indicates a 
build-up in herds. Florida may have 
as many ds 101 million cattle on 
farms in January, 1960, compared 
to 97 million on January 1, 1959. 

This is about twice the rate of 
increase necded to keep pace with 
population growth. The Commit- 
tee warns that if this build-up con- 
tinues the-future may not be so 
bright, but, prices should remain 
fairly high during the rest of 1959. 

According tothe Committee, now, 
is the time to cull the herd closely. 

Hog prices are down and prob- 
ably will be down throughout 1960. 
I€ present intentions are carried 
cut, the fall pig crop will be about 
eight percent higher than last year 
and 27 percent, over two years ago. 

Hog prices next winter and spring 
are expected to be lower than last 
season, if the expected eight per- 
cent more pigs are saved this fall. 
Prices in 1960 are expected to be 
low, probably lowest in the fall.

TAMPA—The many problems 
associated with a rapidly increas- 
ing death rate from leukemia will 
be explored by a special study 
group of the American Cancer So- 
ciety. 

Its findings will be reported to 
the ‘American Cancer Society 
Board of Directors which will then 
consider what measures need to be 
taken. The action was authorized 
at a recent Executive Committee 
meeting. 

The American Cancer Society al- 
ready has an extensive regearch} 
program concerned with leukemia, 
supporting nearly $1,000,000 worth 
of grants in this area, about one- 
twelfth of the Society's total cur- 
rent research effort. 

The American Cancer Society 
said that leukemia now claims 
about 11,000 lives in the United 
States each year and nearly 2,000 
of these are children under the age 
of 15.
